
REPORTABLE DISEASES IN ILLINOIS 
Information reportable by law and allowed by HIPAA CFR §164 512(b) 

Per the Control of Communicable Disease Code of Illinois, it is the responsibility of physicians, physician assistants, nurses, nurse 
aides or any other person having knowledge of any of the following diseases, confirmed or suspected, to report the case to the 
Chicago Department of Public Health (CDPH)  within the number or hours or days indicated. 

 IMMEDIATE (within 3 hours by phone*) 
 Any unusual case or cluster of cases that may indicate a public health 

hazard1 (e.g. MERS-CoV, Ebola Virus Disease, Acute Flaccid Myelitis) 

 Any suspected bioterrorism threat or event 1
